W . VV. Hartley, a former prominent 


resident of Brainerd anti at one time 


postmaster, has "sent Judge Holland a 


copy ot a description of the earthquake 


and resulting disaster to San I* raneisco. 


It is too long for publication on one day 


anti will be given in installments, the 


first of which is presented herewith. 


Tongue cannot tell or pen indite the 
awful realities of this unprecedented 
double calam ity, which came without an 
instant’s warning and in a minuto and a 
quarter wrought such complete and ex­ 
tended destruction, and in two days anti 
nights wiped a great cit) from the map. 
It is not in the power of words to des­ 
cribe it: no pen or brush can ever re 
produce it. 
One must have been here 
to have any conception of its terrors or 
its impressions on the mind; it is even 
beyond the human mind to comprehend 
it, after having seen it all. 
You may 
road of the 
Paris Commune and other 
horrible scenes, or picture in your mind 
the end of all things, or tho devastation 
when the earth changes its axis; but 
reading or the most vivid imaginative 
powers will shrink into insignificance by 
comparison. 
It is by far tho most hor­ 
rible catastrophe in history. 
I have 
read of people who, witnessing horrors 
of nature, believed the end of the world 
had come, but I never realized the sen­ 
sation before. 
I have felt earthquakes 
and some pretty heavy ones, including 
the shock in San Francisco in 1898, and 
have read of other great seismic dis­ 
turbances, 
but I believe this 
will go 
down to history as the heaviest and most 
prolonged in human annals. 
It came where I was, in Berkeley, at 
5:1:{ in the morning, the first shock last 
ing forty seconds: an intermission of ten 
seconds being followed by a much heav­ 
ier shock lasting twenty-five seconds, 
(seventy-five seconds or a minute and a 
(juarter in all.) 
Some idea of this may 
be had by holding a watch and count­ 
ing the time. 
I first thought it an earthquake, but 
as the terrible vibrations increased in 
intensity u ntil the world seemed going 
to pieces, I believed that nothing could 
withstand it. 
It was evident 
that it 
was without precedent and so much 
worse than any earthquake as to be en­ 
tirely out of the category. 
It seemed 
more like something alive, in bad tem­ 
per. determined to wreck the earth and 
all upon it. 
It eased od for a few sec­ 
onds and then returned with greatly in­ 
creased force and violence, as with 
in­ 
creased 
temper, because the first had 
not accomplished its purpose, reminding 
me of a dog shaking a rat. 
I almost 
listended for the fiendish laugh of ex­ 
ultation ortho angry growl of vengeance. 
The house shook as with a tornado: 
crashing walls and glass and falling 
chimneys sounded pandemonium; 
it 
seemed 
that everything 
must go to 
pieces: that mountains would be shat­ 
tered and the earth torn to fragments. 
I looked for the final wreckage of worlds, 
chaos, anything, everythin^-and 
won 
tiered if some planet had collided with 
the earth. 
I got out of bed and would have been 
thrown down had I not held to the bed 
post. 
M y children came rushing to my 
room, holding to the door-jams and walls 
to keep 
from falling, and asked 
what 
was the matter. 
I told them it was an 
earthquake and, not wishing to increase 


their alarm, returned to bed, satisfied 
that escape was impossible, and 
lay 
there resigned to await results, but 
keeping my thoughts and fears to my­ 
self. 
Tho children, re assured by my 
action, seemed to really enjoy the com­ 
motion and ran to the windows crying: 
“ Oh, see the chimneys tumble down, see 
the houses go up and down,” and were 
much amused by the antics of a passing 
horse prancing on its toes, nnd a cat 
running across a field, its tail as large 
as its body. 
But while they were out 
wardly composed, I learned afterward 
thateach was suppressing inward alarm. 
I was never as seriously alarmed before 
and never expect to be again, but I was 
not terrified in the way that I 
would 
have expected to be under such circum ­ 
stances. 
I 
was singularly calm and 
wondered that I was not panic stricken. 
I anticipated extraordinary events at 
any moment, but felt a real curiosity as 
to what they were to be, as though 
watching some new and thrilling play. 
I felt positive that tho end of ail things 
earthly was at hand and snid to myself: 
“ This ends the 
battle of lift!.-' 
I re­ 
member a sort of gratification that 
I 
was at last to witness the oft predicted 
“ end of tho world" and view the mys­ 
teries of the Great 
Beyond. 
W e are 
told that in such emergencies one s past 
life comes in review before him and he 
recalls his wickedness, but no such 
thought entered my mind. ,1 thought 
of absent friends and wondered how 


they were 
faring, believing 
that the 
whole world was being demolished, but 
concluder! that I would probably never 
know. 
When 
the climax was reached 
it suddenly ceased. 
Had it lasted ten 
seconds 
longer I doubt if 
one brick 
would have been left upon another or 
many lives would have been left to tell 
the tale or roport the devastation that 
follower!.
